The Man in the Steeple. 


Art Exhibit of Medieval 
Era Includes St. Joan 
of Are Document 


Paris, Mar. 8.—-An extremel\ 
and valuable exhibit is on view at the 
present time in the National Library 
here. It ts a collection of more than 
400 works of art, manuscripts, paint- 
ings, engravings, specimens of the 
goldsmith's work, ivories, coins, med- 
als, tapestries and historic documents 
dating from the Middle Ages. These 
treasures have been borrowed from 
the various French libraries and 
ancient museums.. The majority are 
of religious inspiration and witness to, 
the faith and art of the medieval era. 

In the first group is an incompar- 
able collection of Rees Greek, Latin, 
French, Flemish and Italian manu- 
scripts giving the history of ilumi- 
nating during nine eenturies. The first 
of these pieces is the Codex Sinopense, 
Gospel of Saint Matthew. written on 
purple parchment in the sixth century, 
discovered at Sinope in 1899 The 
Greek text, in geld jetters, is adorned 
with six paintings which are among 
the most ancient jilustrations extant 
of the New Testament. 

In contrast to this dazzling treasure 
ot art, some of the walls are covered 
Al- 
are of a more 
sombre aspect, but are nevertheless 
of great interest. Produced in the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries in 
the monasteries, these pious images, 
to which indulgenges were attached, 
were much in favor,
